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Claim Rejections - 35 USC§ 112 
1. Claim 40 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. 

In the above claim, 'the measure of correlation* lacks proper antecedent basis. 



Claim Rejections - 35 CISC § 103 

2. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

3. Claims 1-8,10,22,22,39,40 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Bock (6937887). 

The method steps of the above claims are considered to follow obviously from 
the teachings of the bock reference, in light of the skill of the ordinary artisan. 
See especially figure 7, which shows the time of each episode of atrial fibrillation, 
as well as the corresponding heart rate of the patient for the. particular episode of 
fibrillation. Col. 12, lines 1-15 teach that trending data can be displayed using bar 
graphs, or similar such means. To use a display of beat-per-minute as well as 
the standard deviation, as called for in claims 3 and 4, is considered to be 
obvious over the teachings of using a bar graph, or other such graphs. The 
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ordinary artisan would be well aware of the various ways to display data to yield 
trending information. Further, to use the same graph, or different graphs, to 
display the heart rate and atrial fibrillation data is considered to be a design 
choice that would be considered obvious to the ordinary artisan. Still further, the 
time scale of Bock is considered to be a common time scale since the rate and 
fibrillation information are displayed in such a way as to enable the viewer to see 
the heart rate at the particular episode of fibrillation. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 9,23 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the 
base claim and any intervening claims. 

5. Claims 1 1-20,24-38,41-46 are allowed.
